, the Rulers of Travancore and Cochin , do hereby, with the 
conetarnce and guarantee of the Government of India , enter into the 


follow Covenant : 


bicle 1. Ag from the first day of July , 1949, the States of Travan . 
COTC Cochin shall be united in and shall form , one State, with a common 
Execution Legislature and Judiciary , by the name of THE UNITED STATE 
OF TRANCORE AND COCHIN . 

Aicie In the succeeding Articles of this Covenant , the first day 
of July,149,is referred to as the appointed day, the States of Travancoro 
and Code are referred to as the Covenanting Statos and the United State of 
Travanck and Cochin is referred to as the United State . 

Arite 3. As from the appointed day, -(a ) all rights, authority and 
jurisdictwo,belonging to the Ruler of cithor ofthe Covenanking Statos which 
appertailir a incidental to the Governmont of that state shall vost in the 
Covenaning sketes pertaining or incidental to theGovernment of that Stato 
shall devdeon the United State, and shall be discharged by it ; and (c)allthe 
assets and abilities ot either Covenanting State shall be the assets and 

Article 4. (1) There shall bo a RajPramukh for the United State.

(3) In the event of a permanent vacancy arising in the Otice of the 
Raj Pramukh by death , resignation or any other reason , guch vacancy shallbe 
filled in such manner as the Governor - Goneral of India may prescribe. 

(4) Notwithstanding anything contained in this Article, if the Raj 
Pramukh is by Teason of absoDOO OF Illness or for any other reason unable to 
perform the duties of his offico , those duties shall until he has resumed them 
be performed in such manner as the Governor- General of India may pres 
3ribe. 

Article 3. To enable the Raj Pramukh to discharge con veniently and with 
dignity the duties of his office, he shall be paid such allowances as may be 
prescribed by the Governor-General of India from time to time. 

Article 6. Subject to tho provisions of this Covenant, the executive 
authority of the United State shall be exercised by the Raj Pramukh either 
directly or through officers subordinate to him ; but nothing in this Article 
shall prevent any competent Legislature of the United State from conferring 
fonctions upon subordinate authorities or be deemed to transfer to the 
Raj Pramukh any functions conferred by any existing law on any court , Judge 
or oflicer or any local or other authority in either of the Covenanting States. 

Artiole 7. (1 ) There shall boa Council of Ministers to aid and advise 
the Raj Pramukh in the exorcise of his functions Gave As provided in Articles 
12 and 13. 

(2 ) The Ministers shall be chosen by, and shall hold ofice during the 
pleasuro of the, Rajpramukh , 

Article 8. (a ) Tho obligation of the Covenanting State of Travancore 
to contribute from its general re von dog # sum of Rs, 50 lakhs every year 
to the Devaswop Fund as provided for in tho Devaswom (Amendmont) 
Proclamation , 1173 M. E , and a sum of Ks . one lakh every year to 
Sroe Pandaravaga reforred $ 0.10 Proviso ( A ) boşub -section (1) of Section 28 
ofthe Travavcore Interim Constitution Aat 1123 M.L., shal, from the appoint 
ed day , be an obligation of the United State and the gaid amounts shall be 
payable there from and the Raj Pramukh shall cause the said amounts to be 
paid every year to the Travancore Devaswom Board and the Executive Offoor 
Treferred to in sub- olause (b ) of this Article ) respectively, 

(6 ) The administration of Srco Padmanabhaswamy Temple , the 
Sree Pandaravaga properties and all other properties and funds of the said 
"temple now vestod i trust in the Ruler of the Covenanting State of Travan 
core and the son of Rs. One lakh transferred from yoar to year under tho 
provisions of Clause (a ) of this Article , and the sum of five lakbs of rupees 
contributed from year to year towards the exponditure in the free 
Padmanabhaswamy temple uider gub - clause (o of this article , shall, 
with effect from the first day of August 1949 be conducted , subject to the 
control and supervision of tho Ruler of Travancore, by an Executive Officer 
appointed by him . Thero aball be a Committee known by the name ofthe Sree , 
Padmanablagwamy Temple Committco Composed ofthrce Hindu Mombers to 
be nominated by the Ruler of Travancoro to advise hit in the discharge of 
his functions. Suits by or against the Bree Padmanabhaswamy Temple or in 
respect of its properties shall be instituted in the name of the said Executivo , 
Officer, 

(c) The administration ofthe incorporated and unincorporated Devas 
woms and of Hindu Religious Institntions and Endowments , and all their 
properties and funds as well as the fnod constituled under the Devaswom Pro 
clamation 1047 M. E.and the surplas fund constituted under the Devaswom 
(Amendment ) Proclamation , 1122 M. E., which aro under the management of 
bo Ruler of the Covenanting State of Travancore and the sum of Rs. 50 
lakhs transferred from year to your under Olauso 2 ) ghell with offect from the 
first day of August 1949, vest in a Board known by the name of the Travan . 
core Dovagwon Board . An annual contribution of live lakhs of rupeos shall 
be made by the Travancore Devaswom Board from the aforesaid sun of 
Rs. 60 lakhs towards the expenditure in the Sree Padmanabhagwamy Temple . 

(d ) The administration of the incorporated and upincorporated Deva 
Swoms and Hindu Religious lostitations, which are under the rianagement of 
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the Ruler of the covenanting State of Cochin under Section 50G oftheGovern . 
ment of Cochin Act XX of 1113 M. E. or under the provisions of the Cochin 
Hindu Religious Institutions Act, I of 1081 M. E.and all their properties and 
frnds and of the estabes under themanagement of the Devaswom Department 
of the convenantiog State of Cochin , shall with effect from the tirst day of 
August 1949. Vest in a Board known by the name of the Cochin Devaswom 
Board : 

Provided that the rogulation and control ofall rituals and cemonies in 
tho Temple of Sree Poornathrayeesa at Trippunithura and in the Pazayandore 
Bhagavathy Temple at Pazayainore shall continue to be exercised as hitherto 
by the Ruler of Cochin , 

(e ) The Board referred to in sub - Clause (c ) of this Article shall con 
sist of Three Hindu Members, ond of wbon shall be nominated by the Ruler 
of the covenanling State of Travancoro , one by the Hindus among the Council 
of Ministers , and ouc elected by the Hinda Members of the Legislative 
Assembly of the United State. 

(f) The Board referred to in gub - clause (d ) of this article sball con 
gint of three Hindu Membors, one of whom shall be nominated by the Ruler 
of the covenaating State of Cochin , one by the Hindus among the Council 
of Ministers, and one elected by the Hindu Members of the Legislative 
Assembly of the United State . 

(g ) Each of the aforesaid Boards shall be a separate body corporate 
having perpetual succession and a common seal with powers to hold and 
acquire properties and shall by its name gúe and be sued . 

( ) Subject to the provisions of this Article , the constitution , powers 
and drties of the Boards aforesaid shall be such as may be determined here 
after by law enacted by competont authority . 

Article 4. The Raj Pramukh shall, within a fortnight of the appointed 
day , execute on behalf of the United State an Instrument of Accession in 
accordance with the provisions of Scotion 6 of the Goverament of India Act , 
" 1936 , and in place of the Instruments of Accession oi the Covenanting States ; 
and he sball, by, such Instrument accept as matters with respect to which 
the Dominion Legislature may make laws for the United State all thematters 
mentioned in List I and List II[ of the Sovonth Schedule to the said Act, 
except the oatries in Liat I relating to any taxor duty : 

Provided that nothing in this article shall be deemed to prevent the 
Raj Pramukh from accepting bya Supplementary Instrumentany or all of the 
optries in the said List I relating to any tax or duty as matters with respect 
to which the Dominion Legislature may inake laws for the United State ; and 
in doing so the Raj Pramukh may specify the limitations, if any , subject 
to which the power of the Dominion Legislature to make laws for the United 
State in respect of such matters, and the exercise of the Executive authority 
of tho Dominion in the United Statc are rospectively to be subject. 

Article 10. (1) There shall be a Legislature for the United State 
consisting of the Raj Pramukh and the Legislative Assembly . 

(2) Ad persons , who , immediately bofore the appointed day, are 
members of the Representative Body of Travancore of the Legislative 
Axgembly of Cochin , sball, on that day beoowemembors of the Legislative 
Agcombly of the United State . 

(8 ) If immediately before the appointed day any vacancy exista 
in the membership of the Representative Body of Travancora or the Legisla 
tive Assembly of Cocbin , it shall be deemed to be a vacancy in the morber 
ship of the Legislative Assembly of the Vuitod State , and any such racenoy 
and any vacancy that may occur aftertho appointed day shall be filled in 
tho samemanner as it would have been filled if this Covenant had not been 
entered into 

(4) The Legislature of the United State shall , subjoot to the provi. 
sions of this Covonant, havo tal power to make laws for the United State, 
including provisions as to the Constitution of the United State, within 
the frarncwork of this Covenant and the Constitution of India . 

Article 11. Until a Coustitntiou framed or adopted by the Logisla 
#ure comos into operation , tho Raj Pramukh shall have power to make and 
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promulgate Ordinancos for the peace and good Government of the United 
State or any part thereof, and any Ordinance so made shall for the space of 
pot more than six months from its promulgation , have the liko foret of 
law as an Act of the Legislata re, but any such Ordinance may be controlled 
Or gt perseded by any gach Aot. 

Article 12. If at any time, before a Constitution framed or adopted by 
the Legislature comes into operation , the Raj Pramukh is satistied that a 
situation has arisen , in which the Government of the United State cannot 
bo carried on in accordance with the provisiong of this Covenant, he may , 
with the prior concurrence of the Government of India , by Proclamation 

(a ) declare that his functions shall to such extent as may be specified 
in the Proclamation , be exercised by him in his discretion ; 

(b ) Angowe to himself all or any of the powers vested in or exhisable 
by any authority or body within the United State ; 

And any aneb Proclamation may contain such incidental and consequ. 
ential provisions as may appear to bim necessary of desirable for giving 
effect to the objects of the Proclamation , including provisions for faspood 
ing , in whole or part, the operation of any provisions of this Covenaud, or 
of any other constitutional provisions relating to any authority or body iB 
the Upited State : 

Provided that nothing in this Article shall authorise the RajPemak h. 
# 0 assume to himself any of the powoms vested in or exercisable by a 
High Court, or to suspend, either in whole or in part the operation of any 
Jaw relating to a High Court . 

Article 13. Until a Constitution framed or adopted by the Legislature. 
comes into operation, the Raj Pramukh and the Council of Ministers shall, in 
the exercise of their fanctions comply with such directions , if any, 88 may 
from time to time be given by the Government of India , 

Article 14. (1) The Ruler of each covenantiog State shall be entitled to 
receive andually from the revenue of the United State for his priry puse the 
amounts specitied against that Covenanting State in the Schodalo : 

Provided that the sums specified in the Schedule in respect of the 
Ruler of I ravancore shall be payable only to the present Rules and pot to 
his successors , for whom provisions will be made subsequently by the 
Government of India . 

(2 ) The said amount is intended to cover all the oxposes of the 
Roler including expenses on residences and ccromonies and shallneither be 
increased por reduced for any reason whatsoever. 

(3 ) The United State shall pay the said amount to the Ruler in four " 
equal ingtulmeuts be boginning of each quarter in advance. 

(41 The said amount shall bo frco of all taxes whether imposed bythe 
Government of blie United State or by the Government of India 

Article 15. (1 ) The Ruler of each Covenanting State shall be entitlod to 
the full ownership . use and enjoymont of all private properties its distinct 
from State properties) belonging to him immediately before the appnated day .. 

( 2) Fe shall furnish to the Government of India in the ministry of 
States before the first day of September 1949, an invenbory of all immovable 
property, securities and cash balances held by him as auch private property .. 

(3 ) If any dispute arises as to whether any item of property is the 
private property of the Kaler or State proporty , it arall bo retoriod to such 
person as the Governmeat of India may nominate in consultation with the 
Ruler of Travancore or Cochin as the case may be , and the decision of that . 
person shall be final and binding on all parties concerned . 

Artiele, 16. The Ruler of each Covenanting Stave , as also themembers 
of his family, sball he entitled to all the personal privileges,Ugnities and 
titles enjoyed by thom , whether within or outsidó tho territories of the 
Slale , immediately before the 15th day of August , 1947, 

Article 17 : (1) The succession , according to law and castom , to the 
gaddi of cach Covenanting State and to the personal rights , privilogės , 
dignitics and title of the Ruler thereof, is hereby guarguteed. 

(2) Every question of disputed succession in regard to a Covenant 
ing State shall be decided by the Raj Pramukh aitor referring it to tho High 
Court of the United State and in accordance with the opinion given by that . 
High Court . 
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Article 18: No enquiry shall be made nor any action taken by or 
under the anthority of the Unitod State or the Government of Indit , and no 
proceedings shall lie in any court, against the luler of any corchanting State , 
whether in his personalcapacity or otherwise, in respect of anything done 
or omitted to be done by him or under his authority during the period of 
his administration of thatCovenanting Stato. 

Article 19: (1) The United State hereby guarantees either the con 
tinuance in service of the perilanent members of the public servicos of 
either Covenanting State on conditions which will not be lese advantageons 
that those on which they are serving immediately before the appointed 
day or the payment of reasonable compensation or retirement on proportion 
ato pension 

(2) The United State farther guarantees the continuance of pensions 
and leave salaries sanctioned by competent authorities in either Cosenanting 
State to members of the public services (eivil and military of that State , 
who have retired , or proceeded on leave propa tory to retirement, and the 
compassionato allowancos grantod tin dependents of deceased members 
of those services before the appointed day . 

Article 20: Except with the previous sanction of the Raj l ramukh , 
no proceedings, civil or criminal, shall be instituted against any person in 
respect of any act done or purporting to be done in the exceution of his duty 
29 a servant of either Covedanting State before the appointed day. 

Artiole 21: Notwithstanding anything contained in the preceding 
provisions of this Covenant, tho Kulors of Travancore and Cocbip shall 
conti11 e to have and exercise their presentpowers of suspension , rernigsion 
or commutation of death sentences in respect of any person who may havo 
been or is hereafter sentenced to death for capital offence committad 
within the territories of Travancore or Cochin as the case 12y be . 

Article 22 : Nothing in this Covenant shall be construed as preveuting 
the Government of the United State from taking over tho administration of 
the whole or any part of any area included within a province of India on 
such terms and conditions as may be agreed upon by the Government of the 
United State and the Government of India .

Preemble . 


WHEREAS, for the peace and good goverumont of the 
United State of Travancore and Cochin , it is nodossary to 
wake provisionsfor the continuance, in that portion of the 
territory of the United State , which , boforo the 1st day og 
July , 1919 (hereinafter in this Ordinance referred to as " the 
appointed day " ) formed the State of Travancore the laws 
which were in force in that State immediately prior to the 
appointed day , and for the continuance in that portion of 
the territory of the United State, which , before tho appointed 
day formod the State of Cochin , the laws which were in force 
in that State immediatoly prior to the appointed day ; and 
to make provision for certain other matters ; 

NOW , TEEREFORE , in oxorcise of tbolpoworg conferred 
by Article XI of the Covenant enterod into by the Rulers 
of Travancore and Cochin for the formation of the United

HIS HIGHNESS the RAJ PRAMUKH is pleased to make 
and promulgate the following Ordinance :
